In claim 73, the phrase, "significantly lower" in line 7 is vague and indefinite and not 
understood. Applicants are requested to provide related corrections. 

2. Claims 74-79 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In line 11, the phrase, "the predetermined magnitude" is vague and indefinite and not 
understood. Applicants are requested to provide better claim language. 
Same phrase also lacks proper antecedent basis, applicants are requested to make 
related corrections. 

3. Claims 25,29,30-32,37-39,41,42,51-55 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 75-79 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21,22,25,29-32,37-39,41,42,51- 
55,58,72 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
